| DECEMBER 1918. ON 22 JULY 1929 THE ORGANIZATION WAS RECONSTRUCTED AND 
3SIGNED TO THE 2ND DIVISION FOR APPROXIMATELY SIX MONTHS.. THE STATUS AND 
LOCATION OF THE 31ST ARTY IS VAGUE FROM THIS POINT. UNTIL 1940. 


ON 1 JULY=1963, THE BATTALION WAS AGAIN-REORGANIZED AND REDESIGNATED. 
THE BATTALION WAS NOW REDESIGNATED AS THB 1ST MISSILE BATTALION 31ST ARTILLERY 
aND REORGANEZED -UNDER A-TEMPORARY FOR APPROVAL.ONLY TO&E WHICH INCLUDED ONLY 
HONEST JOHN. ROCKETS AS THE ORGANIZATIONS PRIMARY WEAPON. THE MISSION OF THE 
ORGANIZATION IS NOT DEFINITELY KNOWN, BUT DURING ALL THESE REORGANIZATIONS 
.ND REDESIGNATIONS, IT REMAINED ASSIGNED TO THE 7fH INFANTRY DIVISION AND IT 
.AN BE ASSUMED THAT ITS MISSION WAS GENERAL SUPPORT OF THE DIVISION DURING 
THIS TIME. 


IN MARCH 1964, THE BATTALION WAS AGAIN REORGANIZED AND REDESIGNATED 
UNDER ITS PRESENT TO&E AS MODIFIED BY USARPAC GENERAL ORDER #41. THIS 
-ESTABLISHED BATTERY "B" AS THE ONLY FIRING BATTERY OF THE BATTALION, WITH 
THE COMPLETE EQUIPMENT FOR TWO FIRING BATTERIES COMBINED INTO ONE UNIT WITH 
ONLY -ONE BATTERY HEADQUARTERS. 


THIS BATTALION WILL OFFICIALLY CELEBRATE ITS ANNIVERSARY ON THE 6TH OF
